Sears & Co., Inc., New York City, in the promotion of an edition called 
“The reader’s library.” The publishers sell these books to the wholesale 
trade only and they may be obtained from the Woolworth stores or from 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., Chicago, at ten cents per copy, except west of the 
Rocky mountains where the price is fifteen cents. The binding, type, 
paper and general make-up are excellent and forty-one titles have already 
appeared, while the plan is to add new ones from time to time. Some 
of the classics included have been cut, but those listed below are published 
in entirety:
